Newest Triplex

The newest member of 
the Famous Players’ family 
in British Columbia, the 
Prince Rupert Cinemas, 
opened its doors to a line- 
up of eager first-nighters 
Thursday, April 8, and 
drew rave reviews from 
staff and public alike. 

Famous Players now 
operates three theatres in 
Prince Rupert, the largest 
northern centre in B.C., 
and sometimes called ‘‘the 
last frontier.”’

The lobby of the cinemas is high- 
lighted by two large photomurals of 
early Prince Rupert which show the 
shipping port and rail terminal. The 
walls of the auditoria are decorated 
with Indian motif acoustic panels as 
the surrounding area is central to a 
number of Northern Indian bands. 

The cinemas can accommodate a 
total of 934 people with 252 seats in 
Cinema I and 312 seats in Cinema 3. 
Cinema 2 has 370 seats and is equip- 
ped with Dolby Surround Sound. 
Of particular interest to Theatre 
Confections is the super-high RPP 
which has always prevailed in Prince 
Rupert, and it’s obvious from the 
accompanying photo that the new 
refreshment counter is upholding a 
fine old tradition.

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New Construction: 


Beautiful New Fourplex 
Opened in Markham, Ontario 


The Markville Cinemas opened 
Friday, March 19, in the huge 
Markville Regional Shopping centre 
in Markham — a town on the 
North/East boundary of Metro 
Toronto. The overall impact of the 
large mall has been compared to 
that of the Toronto Eaton Centre, 
but in a smaller scale. The mall has 
several large skylights — two-to- 
three storeys high, waterfalls, and 
beautiful plants and _ shrubs 
throughout. Although constructed 
as part of the mall complex, 
Markville Cinemas has its own en- oo. eeeeeeee 
trance with marquee, directly off : 
the north parking lot. 

The main lobby on the first level 
forms the stem of a T-formation 
with the foyer across the top of the 
T housing two auditoria on each 
side. The four auditoria are laid out 
in such a manner as to exit the 
patrons from the screen end of each 
auditorium back to the parking lot. 

The lobby walls are attractively 

designed with alternating panels of 
smoked glass mirror and beige wall 
carpet, and the floor is metallic grey Markville Cinemas entrance is directly off the huge parking area of the new Markville Shopping 
quarry tile. The island-type box- ere in Markham. 
Office in the lobby entiatice is finish- sep 
ed in beige plastic laminate, chrome _ 
and antiqued aluminum. Located at 
the junction of the main lobby and 
the foyer is an island-type confec- 
tion counter which is also finished in 
beige plastic laminate and antique 
aluminum. 

On the foyer wall, facing the 
patrons as they enter, Tivoli 
‘‘starlite’? panel lights show each 
cinema number with a succession of 
Tivoli lighting leading down from 
the number to the floor and then 
recessed in the floor leading to the 
respective cinema entrances. As the 
patrons head for Cinemas 1 and 2 
they pass additional ‘‘starlite’’ wall 
panels displaying a large outline of 
the map of Canada or, when 
heading for cinemas 3 and 4, they Mirrored lobby with island-type box-office just inside entrance. 


pass ‘‘starlite’’ panels displaying the 
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Each cinema has a sidewall silhouette of a 
different Canadian city. This is Cinema I 
showing the Vancouver skyline. 


Cinema II features the Calgary skyline. 


Famous Players maple leaf. 

The custom designed carpet with 
symbolic maple leaf pattern in 
earthy colours of brown, beige and 
burgundy is complemented by 
colour-coordinated décor in each of 
the auditoria. Basic colours in 
cinemas | and 3 are burgundy with 
shades of grey, and in cinemas 2 and 
4 basic colours are brown and beige. 
The sidewall in each cinema has a 
painted graphic silhouette of the 
skyline of a Canadian city. The four 
cities represented are Vancouver, 
Calgary, Toronto and Montreal. 

A pneumatic money shuttle 
system runs from the boxoffice to 
the accounting office on the second 
level. Also on the second level is the 
manager’s office, two good-sized 
staff rooms, and two storage rooms 
as well as the projection booth 
which is interconnected with all 
foud cinemas and manned by one 
projectionist. 

The theatre is managed by Sandy 
Boyle (formerly manager of the 
Paramount, Saint John, N.B.), and 
can accommodate a total of 984 
people with 204 seats in the smallest 
and 300 seats in the largest audi- 
torium. A special feature of the 
Markville Cinemas is a_ unisex 
washroom for the handicapped. 
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Foyer wall with Tivoli ‘‘starlite’’ panel lights and wall panels.

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Cinémas Les Promenades

In Gatineau, Quebec 


This beautiful new fourplex open- 
ed March 26 in the new section of 
the huge shopping complex Les Pro- 
menades de L’Outaouais in 
Gatineau. 

The four cinemas, with seating 
capacities of 270 for Cinema No. 1, 
and 230 each for the other three 
cinemas, are designed with steps to 
provide better sight lines for the 
viewing audience. 

The predominant colour through- 
out the cinemas is blue which com- 
plements the main colour in the blue 
random carpet pattern. The foyer is 
L-shaped and features 8’’ wide ver- 
tical mirror strips separated by gold 
trim. The mirror extends from floor 
to ceiling on one side of the foyer, 
opposite the concession counter, 
and across the front of the theatre 
entrances. 

For security reasons, the lobby Entrance to Cinemas off the mall of Les Promenades de L’Outaouais in Gatineau. 
features an accounting office 
(sandwiched between the manager’s 
office and the boxoffice), which is 
accessible only from the manager’s 
office. The accounting office also 
has a money pass-through to the ad- 
jacent retail space which happens to 
be La Villa du Jeu — our amuse- 
ment arcade. 

The plush seats in the cinemas are 
finished in blue crushed velour and, 
as a result of being riser mounted, 
provide easier access for cleaning. 

Three of the cinemas are treated 
with acoustic wall panels finished in 
blue or grey fabric while the fourth 
is finished with a painted wall 
graphic. The screens are full width 
for better picture presentation and 
the contour drapes are done in col- 
ours which complement the décor. 

The cinemas are equipped with 
special platforms, adjacent to the 
last row, for the placement of 
wheelchair patrons. The The attractive foyer and lounge with mirrored wail on one side from ceiling to floor.

The single projection booth 
features eight machines (two per 
cinema), and is fully automated to 
allow for a one-man operation. 

The mall in front of the cinemas 
features a waterfall and _ bridge 
which is directly in line with the box-

Ripplinger of the Capitol, Regina 
launched his campaign on three 
fronts to make the population aware 
of his playdate. 

He utilized the marquees and 
fronts of the recently closed Broad- 
way and Metropolitan theatres, in 
addition to his own, to advertise his 
engagement of ‘‘Reds’’ on one of 
the busiest streets of downtown 
Regina. 

Dale also managed to penetrate 
the university prime target audience 
through the University of Regina’s 
radio station CKVR. By providing 


guest passes to key radio personnel 
and 10 double passes for on-air 
giveaways he obtained a good deal 
of free advertising to the student 
population of 6000 eager movie- 
goers. 

By providing a dozen double 
passes to radio station CJME for 
their annual blood donor clinic, 
Dale received numerous on-air men- 
tions and display space for his 
theatre and its attractions in the 
newspaper ads calling for donors. 

The large standee supplied by 
Paramount was used as a cross-plug 


display in the lobby of the Cornwall 
Centre Cinemas, thus giving 
‘“‘Reds’’ prominent exposure at 
every Famous Players’ location in 
the city. 

Unfortunately the snapshots Dale 
sent us were a bit too dark for 
publication, but the boxoffice 
results would indicate that this high 
level of awareness paid off! 


Full Promotional Calendar 
for Capitol, Kingston 


Ron Scott of the Capitol, 
Kingston, takes full advantage of 
his excellent rapport with both local 
radio stations to keep promotions 
going at a steady clip. He certainly 
doesn’t miss many opportunities to 
publicize his attractions on the air, 
as is evident by these recent promos: 

For ‘‘Robin Hood,”’ Ron arrang- 
ed a promotion with CKWS on that 
station’s very popular children’s 
morning program called Kid’s Cor- 
ner. Children were asked to ’phone 
in their favourite joke to win Burger 
King hamburgers, passes to see 
‘*Robin Hood,’’ Robin Hood sound 
track albums or Walt Disney 
Mousercise LP’s and booklets. 

The Mousercise album and book- 
let contain a number of exercises for 
children set to music and narrated 
by well-known Disney characters. 
The catchy introduction music from 
the Mousercise album was played on 
air to alert the kids that contest time 
was coming up. Announcements 
about the give-aways started five 
days before the contest started and 
nine days before the picture opened. 
The promotion continued into the 
second week of the run. Seventy- 
five radio spots and mentions ran 
before the picture opened and 
another 66 after opening, all at no 
cost to the theatre. Twenty-five 
sound track LP’s were promoted 
(by Ron) from Sears record depart- 
ment in exchange for mention in 
advertising and a display in the 
theatre lobby. A ‘‘Robin Hood’’ 
one-sheet was displayed in Sears 
record department with Capitol 
Theatre and playdate identification. 
Mousercise LP’s were promoted (by 
the radio station) from Walt Disney 
Music of Canada. The only cost to 
the theatre... about 25 double ser- 
vice charge passes. Receipts for the 
first ten days hit $15,000.00. 

For ‘‘Chariots of Fire,’’ Ron 
worked an effective promotion with

the other Kingston radio station 
CKLC. Listeners identifying spe- 
cific sound effects could win a dou- 
ble invitation to see ‘‘Chariots’’ and 
the sound track album. 

The station gave constant play to 
the popular theme music by Van- 
gelis (which eventually won an aca- 
demy award), mentioning the movie 
title before and after each playing. 
This was coupled with the hearty en- 
dorsements of the movie by the an- 
nouncers who had been invited to 
see the picture at its opening. 

Kingstonians were well aware of 
‘‘Chariots of Fire’’ with boxoffice 
receipts of $30,600. for the three 
weeks prior to the academy awards. 


A similar promotion was arranged 
with CKLC for ‘‘Quest for Fire’’ us- 
ing posters supplied by 20th 
Century-Fox instead of sound track 
albums. Needless to say, ‘‘Quest’’ 
opened with its usual sensational 
grosses. 

Ron’s earlier promotions included 
a Colouring Contest for 
‘*Cinderella’’. with prizes of theatre 
passes, sound track albums and 
Baskin Robbins ice cream which 
resulted in a large number of entries 
and an excellent three-week gross. 
Contest entries were posted in the 
theatre lobby and in the two Baskin 
Robbins’ stores. Sound track albums 
were provided by Sears record 
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department in exchange for display 
space in the theatre lobby. A 
**Cinderella’’ one-sheet was dis- 
played in Sears record department. 

CKLC radio assisted Ron in pro- 
moting ‘‘Taps’’ with numerous free 
plugs for two days prior to opening 
in return for 15 double passes for 
On-air giveaway. 

To promote the opening of 
‘*Reds,’’ Ron tied-in with Queen’s 
University by participating in an on- 
campus lottery. In return for ten 
double passes, awarded as prizes, 
“‘Reds’’ and the Capitol Theatre 
received prominent display space on 
500 lottery posters posted throug- 
hout the entire campus, free space in 
half page ads in the Journal (circula- 
tion 10,000), and the business 
school paper, the Chronicle (circula- 
tion 2,000). 

A ‘‘Reds’’ one-sheet was dis- 
played at the main lottery booth 
located in the busiest area of the 
campus. 

From the above, one can certainly 
see that Ron keeps the promos roll- 
ing in Kingston.

If anyone in our company is not 
yet completely convinced that large 
screen presentation and high quality 
sound contribute greatly to the box- 
office success of a motion picture, 
let them consider this example. 

On March 12th, the Scotia Square 
Cinema in Halifax became the first 
theatre in that city to be equipped 
with 70MM/Dolby Stereo. Its first 
70MM booking was a playback of 
**Raiders of the Lost Ark’’ which 
had just come off a 20-week extend- 
ed run in 35MM, with an average 
boxoffice gross of about $5,000 per 
week during the final 10 weeks of its 
run. 

With an extremely limited co-op 
advertising budget at his disposal, 
Ross Chapman of our Advertising 
Dept... designed the modest 
newspaper campaign reproduced on 
this page to emphasize the ‘‘sight’’ 
**sound’’ and ‘‘experience’’ of the 
presentation more strongly than the 
attraction itself. 

The result? The opening (70MM) 
week gross of $17,767 was $2,000 
better than the biggest week of the 
Original run and the boxoffice take 
for the first four weeks of the Scotia 
Square playback ($54,426) topped 
the first four weeks of the original 
engagement by $2,000. 

Pretty convincing proof that 
presentation does sell tickets, 
wouldn’t you say? Certainly any 
manager playing 7OMM and/or 
Dolby attractions should endeavour 
to stress this major ‘plus’ factor in 
all advertising. 


The Ad Campaign: 


I. Teaser ad (2 col. x 20 lines) was run on 
Sports, Ladies and Movie pages on the Sat. 
Mon. and Tues. before opening. No mention 
of attraction. 


2. Advance ad (3 col. x 54 lines) ran on Movie 
page Wed. — two days before opening. At- 
traction and presentation ‘sell’ split 50/50. 


3. Pre-opening/opening ad (5 col. x 80 lines). 
This ad, reduced here to fit this page, ran day 
before and opening day. Note that ‘‘sight’’ 
and ‘‘sound”’ copy again occupies about 50% 
of the space.

An Interesting 
Letter 
From a Retiree 


Dear Editor, 

This admission may or may not 
be of interest to your columns, 
however, you may treat it as you 
wish. 

My whole working life was spent 
within the Famous Players 
Organization so | will start from 
there. 

My initiation to motion pictures 
started in a small town in Saskatche- 
wan with the acquisition of a projec- 
tion apprentice license in 1928. I was 
just past 16 years at the time and the 
term of apprenticeship then was six 
months. 

I wrote and got a second class 
license in April 1929. I thought I 
was in for some trouble as the age 
required was 18. The inspector at 
that time was a Mr. J.M. Anderson 
— I think he doubted my age as | 
had stretched things a bit. Six 
months later I had a first class 
license. 

The projection room was a tin 
lined box, ten feet square, with 
entry through a hole in the floor. 
We had one Powers 6B machine and 
a vertical hand fed arc. Film came in 
1,000 foot reels so that meant 
changing reels and showing slides 
between reels. 

I went to Regina in December 
1930 where I was offered a job at 
the Grand Theatre — my first initia- 
tion into sound. The theatre was 
owned by the Graham family and 
Operated in conjunction with 
Famous Players. 

By 1941 the Second World War 
was well on its way. From 1932 to 


1937 I had taken a course in sound 
engineering, so in April 1941 I join- 
ed the R.C.A.F. in the electronics 
trade and was sent overseas almost 
immediately. I enlisted as a leading 
aircraftsman. 

I served my whole time with 
Coastal Command. In August 1942 
I was commissioned as a pilot of- 
ficer. I served throughout Scotland, 
England and Wales for almost four 
years. Upon returning home, I serv- 
ed at Denhold, Alberta, with the 
radio repair unit, and upon my 
discharge I returned to the Grand 
Theatre. 

In January 1950, I joined General 
Theatre Supply in Winnipeg as a 
sound service technician — some- 
thing I had in mind for many years. 
During that summer Famous built 
drive-in theatres in Regina, Moose 
Jaw, Saskatoon, and Prince Albert 
in Saskatchewan as well as in 
Brandon, Manitoba. So we had a 
pretty busy summer. 

I was moved to Calgary in 
October 1950 and serviced Famous
